Madiso n” aro significant o f this. 
At 
o ne o f her lev ees her attentio n was 
drawn to a rustic v isito r, a y o uth who 
was ev idently suffering all the to rments 
o f embarrassment. 
He had at last v en­ 
tured to help himself to a cup o f co ffee, 
when Mrs. Madiso n walked up and ad­ 
dressed him. In the surprise o f the mo ­ 
ment the lad dro pped the saucer and 
stro v e to cro wd the cup into his po cket.

speculativ e astro no mers that it wo uld 
take 6 1K,000 full mo o ns to nfTo rd an 
amo unt o f light equal to that emitted 
by the sun, and, furthermo re, there is 
o nly sky space fo r 7 5 ,000 such disks. 
So me heat co mes fro m mo o nlight. 
Ho wev er, it is in quantities so small 
that it canno t be measured by o rdinary 
instruments. Flammano n say s that the 
amo unt o f heat emitted by a full mo o n 
while at the zenith canno t be mere 
than 
o no -eighty -tho usundth 
o f 
the 
amo unt that the sun supplies when 
standing o n the meridian o n a fav o rable 
day in J uly . 
Such being the case, it is 
really surprising that intelligent peo ple 
sho uld co nsider that the mo o n has such 
a wo nderful “ influence” o v er terrestrial 
affairs.—St. Lo uis Republic. 


T h e S to n e F o reiit o f Flo rl**Hiit. 
Tin* silicificd trees o f tho Flo rissant 
basin are a marked curio sity o f the 
United States. 
They aro less kno wn 
than the “ sto ne fo rest” o f Arizo na o r 
than tht* similar mauso leum o f the Yel­ 
lo wsto ne regio n, but it is o nly because 
they hav e no t y et been bro ught to the 
attentio n o f the to urist. 
The trees are 
at the present time represented o nly by 
their stumps. 
In wandering o v er the 
green meado w the ey e here and there 
rests upo n a seemingly “ bald” spo t. 
Ov er it are scattered white and y ello w 
chips, and, fo r any thing that the ey e 
can itself distinguish, these co uld easily 
be the chips left in the path o f wo rk o f 
a recently passing wo o dsman. The de­ 
ceptio n is abso lute, and it belo ngs to 
the stump as well. The kno ts and gnarls 
and annular rings are perfectly preserv ­ 
ed. The bark stands in pro minent relief 
bo th t>y ruggedness and co lo r, and all 
this no t in wo o d, but in the mo numental 
substance o f sto ne. The precise manner 
in which the substitutio n o f silica fo r 
wo o d was effected canno t no w be learn­ 
ed, but in a general way we kno w it to 
hav e been bro ught abo ut as the result 
o f a slo w infiltratio n into the tree trunks 
o f heated w aters co ntaining silica in so ­ 
lutio n. 
The remains art* fairly numero us, but 
what strikes o ne with special asto nish­ 
ment is the giant size which so me o f 
them attain. 
Diameters o f six , sev en 
and eight feet are by no means unco m­ 
mo n, and we measured three specimens 
which spanned ten feet o r mo re. 
In 
mo st instances the stumps hardly rise 
abo v e the surface, co ining up flush with 
it; therefo re witho ut ex cav atio n it is 
impo ssible to say at what height abo v e 
the ro o ts the measurements were taken. 
—Po pular Science Mo nthly . 


M ua qulto E g g s. 
Tho eggs o f tho mo squito are fastened 
to gether by a v iscid seen tio u fro m the 
insect’s bo dy . Fro m 25 0 to 8 00 eggs are 
laid at a time, and tho little bo at shaped 
mass is so co nstructed that it will no t 
o v erset. It canno t bo sunk no r in any ­ 
way injured by wind, rain o r water. 
It 
is abando ned by the insect, and the eggs 
are hatched by the heat o f the sun o r at­ 
mo sphere. 
A temperature belo w freez­ 
ing is said no t to destro y tho v itality o f 
the mo squito ’s eggs.

Th ere was a great Rep ublican rally 
at Greenv ille Sep tem ber 26, 15,000 p eo­ 
p le doing h orn r to C ap tain Joh n It. 
Tanner, Senator Cullom and th e candi­ 
dates for sta te offices, all of wh om 
were In attendan ce and made sp eech es. 
A day p arade and a torch ligh t p roces­ 
sion at nigh t h ad th ousands of m arch ­ 
ers in line 
Ov erflow m eetings were 
necessary to let th <- sp eakers be h eard. 
In h is sp eech Cap tain T an ner said in 
part: 
“Th e p rop er m anagem ent of our state 
p risons deep ly concerns all our p eop le. 
Th e 
welfare of th e state 
p risoners 
th emselv es, 
wh ile 
p resenting 
great 
p roblems for th e p h ilanth rop ists, is but 
one, and th at not th e most Imp ortant, 
of th e questions wh ich grow out of th e 
m anagem ent of our p risons. 
In w h at 1 
say on th is question 1 sh all confine m y ­ 
self solely to th e business asp ects of 
th e case and to th e effect of th e free 
an d unlimited comp etition of conv ict 
labor with th e free labor of th e o ut­ 
side world. 
‘‘In th e p rop er solution of th is ques­ 
tion th e factory h ands of th is sta te are 
deep ly concerned; but th e men and th e 
comp anies wh ose cap ital is Inv ested in 
th e lines of m anufacture brough t into 
th is comp etition m ust also suffer th e 
ev il results of a bad sy stem, and th ere­ 
fore only less Interested in th e subject 
th an th e men th ey emp loy . 
“Th e great question to be answered 
in determ ining up on a sy stem of p rison 
m anagem ent, as 1 v iew it, is: How far 
sh ould th e m atter of mere economy of 
state rev enues and th e relief <>f ta x p a y ­ 
ers from th e burden of m aintaining 
state p risoners h e allowed to control as 
against th e righ ts and interests of th e 
free labor of th e state and of th e no n 
wh ose cap ital furnish es th at labor em ­ 
p loy m ent? 
I do not p retend th a t th is 
Is an easy question to answer. 
1 know 
it h as v ex ed th e brain of wiser men 
th an I, and th a t a solution p erfectly 
satisfactory to all th e interests inv olv ­ 
ed h as not y e t been suggested. 
To P ro tect S o ciety A gain st C rim e. 
“Prisons are u p art of th e necessary 
m ach inery of Justice. To p rotect socie­ 
ty against crime, we m ust h av e courts 
and officers; we must h av e a p olice 
force; we must, for great emergencies, 
h av e a militia sy stem th at can be call­ 
ed up on wh en ordinary agencies fail. 
As a p art of th is great m ach inery of 
justice, dev oted to th e 
p rotection 
of 
p rop erty and life and th e p reserv ation 
of th e p eace, we h av e our p en itentia­ 
ries wh ere conv icted law breakers can 
be confined. All th is m ach inery is p rop ­ 
erly regarded as a ch arge up on th e cit­ 
izens, wh ich th ey p ay th e ex p ense of 
In ex ch ange f o r p rotection. 
No p art of 
th ese gov ernm ent agencies h as ev er 
been regard» d as a legitimate source of 
rev enue; 
rath er th e 
rev erse. 
Peop le 
ex p ect to p ay for th em, ra th e r th an 
th a t tin y sh all be used to p roduce rev ­ 
enues for th o state. Th e p enitentiaries, 
wh ere criminals are confined to keep 
th em from p rey ing up on society , ough t 
not to h e needlessly turned Into en­ 
gines for th e degradation of free labor, 
an y furth er, certainly , th an th a t result 
is unav oidable. 
In oth er words, th e 
comp etition of p rison-made goods with 
th e goods made by th e 
h onest 
and 
sturdy w age-earners of th e state, wh o 
h av e families to sup p ort, and wh o a s ­ 
sume, with all of us th e burdens of 
good citizensh ip , ough t certainly to be 
reduced to th e minimum, if it cannot be 
entirely av oided. 
“Conv ict labor is to all Intents and 
p urp oses slav e labor. 
Its cost Is th e 
p ittance th e state p ay s to m aintain 
each p risoner with food and cloth ing. 
Th is food and cloth ing is alw ay s ch eap 
and coarse, and no lux uries are added 
ex cep t a stone cell with iron bars. 
C o m p etitio n w ith F ree Labo r. 
“ Prison labor Is not h igh ly efficient, 
but Its im m ediate cost to th t* state 
being p ractically 
noth ing, 
and one 
wh ich th e state would h av e to meet 
just th e same, w h eth er th e labor 
of 
tin* conv ict was emp loy ed ut all or 
not, it is ev ident th a t no free laborer 
with a family could liv e on a p lane 
abov e want, If subjected to unlimited 
comp etition with it. 
It is only th e 
smallness of th e p rison labor p roduct, 
as comp ared with th e total p roduct 
of th e country , wh ich renders its com­ 
p etition with free laborers a t all e n ­ 
durable. 
If th e o utp ut of p rison labor 
were ten or tw enty times as much 
as it is today , th is question would be 
forced up on legislativ e attention in th e 
sam e urgent m anner th at th e question 
of ch eap Ch inese labor was, wh ich in­ 
v olv ed ex actly th e sam e p rincip le. 
“ It is w orth wh ile to rem em ber th at 
Gov ernor Altgeld. in h is camp aign for 
th e gov ernorsh ip four y ears ago, loudly 
p roclaimed it as one of h is h igh est 
p rojects to reliev e th e wage earners 
of th is state from ruinous comp etition 
with th e conv ict labor of our state 
p enitentiaries. 
He 
distinctly 
said: 
'Th e free mech anic sh ould not be com­ 
p elled to work in comp etition with men 
beh ind p rison walls.’ 
“ All th rough th e cam p aign of lS92 
Gov ernor Altgeld went up and down 
th e state, sh arp ly arraigning th e Re­ 
p ublicans as h av ing v iolated th e con­ 
stitution 
in 
p erm itting, 
as 
h e 
th en 
claimed, 
such comp etition to 
go 
on, 
ev en 
to 
tin* 
v ery 
limited 
ex tent in wh ich it h ad p rev ailed un ­ 
der Rep ublican rule. Tin* gov ernor w as 
p rodigal in p romises, and as \.>u will 
all rem em ber frequently sp oke of a 
p lan for using th e conv icts 
to 
build 
country roads for th e farm ers so th at 
p rison labor m igh t not disp lace free 
labor in any de p artm ent 
of m a n u­ 
facture. 
“ I h av e no doubt th is sp ecious p lea 
p rocured G ov ernor Altgeld m any th ou­ 
sands of v otes am ong th e wage e a rn ­ 
ers of th is state. 
He w as h ailed as a 
new Moses up on 
th is question. 
He 
m ade much p retention to h av ing studied 
th is and oth er ‘liv e questions’ of th e 
day , and we all know our gov ernor 
h as an incisiv e mind and Is ap t to 
m aster any subject wh ich h e seriously 
inv estigates. 
Hence, m any of th e wage 
earners trussed and followed h im. 
“ Now, my friends, let us ch eck up th e 
account and see h ow well Gov ernor 
Altegeld 
h a* 
kep t 
h is 
p re-election 
p romises to th o w age-earners of Illi­ 
nois. 
He cannot fairly p lead in th is 
day of reckoning but th a t th e p roblem 
of emp loy ing conv ict labor, with jus­ 


tice to all Interests, is d.i'h ult at best, 
and th a t v ery wise statesm en

been unable to solv e

H ow ev er true th ese th ings rnay be, h e 
did not say th em or th ink th em wh en 
h e was - -eking office and asking th e 
w age-earn ers of Illinois to v ote foi 
h im.

h as th us p ut th e sta te in sh arp com p e­ 
tition with m any of its h onest anl in­ 
dustrious citizens. 
“At a cost of about $25,000 h e p laced 
In th e Joliet p rison a m onster electri­ 
cal engine, wh ich furnish es four times 
th e p ow er before required and used. 
All told, h e h as ex p ended ov er $500,- 
000 in fitting up m a n ufa c turin g p lants 
in th e Joliet p rison. 
Th o v ery latest 
and best m ach inery h as been obtained 
in each dep artm ent 
of 
m anufacture. 
By th is m ach inery th e effectiv eness of 
eat h p risoner h as been greatly m ulti­ 
p lied, an d th e o utp ut of h is p rison- 
m ade goods, wh en h is p lan ts are once 
in full op eration, will be enorm ously 
increased. 
His p rison at Joliet m a n u­ 
factures ch airs, brooms, cigars, boots 
and 
sh oes, h arness, saddles, willow 
w are, casks arid barrels and p rep ared 
stone. 
His p rison at C h ester m akes 
p earl buttons, knit goods, brick, h ol­ 
low w a re and p rep ared 
stone. 
His 
ch air p la n t a t Joliet alone emp loy s 419 
p risoners, and its p roduct th e p ast y ear 
w as v ery great. 
“To m ake h is p rison labor more effi­ 
cient, I am told, h e h ires a class of 
non-p rison ex p erts In each line of m a n ­ 
ufacture, p ay ing th em e x tra 
w ages— 
h igh er w ages th an th ey could get outside 
—an d by th is m eans h e is able to get 
more and better work out of th e p ris­ 
oners th an h e oth erwise would, and is 
th us able to still furth e r increase th e 
com p etition. 
E x trav ag an ce P ro v en . 
“H is adm inistration 
of th e p risons 
h as, In fact, been e x tra v a g an t, as th e 
following statem ent of p rison ex p endi­ 
tures for th irty y ears will sh ow: 
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“Th e w orst th ing about G ov ernorA lt- 
geld's p rison sy stem is th e m anner in 
wh ich h e disp oses of h is p rison-m ade 
goods. 
Th ese goods an; not p ut up on 
th e m a rke t fairly and sh ould on th eir 
m erits as p rison p roducts.

lines of trade. 
W h en th e state meets 
an indiv idual or com p any In such a 
contest it is an unequal combat, and 
th e result is not doubtful. 
“If tin* sta te cannot get a h igh p rice. 
It m ust take a low one. 
If it cannot 
sell at a p rofit, it m ust sell at cost. 
If 
it can n o t get cost, it will sell at a loss, 
and trus t to th e tax p ay ers of th e sta te 
to m ake good Its deficit. 
Th us, some 
of th e v ery men and concerns, wh ose 
business th e state ruins m ay be called 
up on a s tax p ay ers to m ake good th e 
v ery loss a t wh ich th e v ery goods were 
sold In comp etition with th em. 
Th ey 
are th us comp elled to p ay for th e v ery 
p oison th a t is p resented to th eir lip s. 
“W h a te v e r m ay be tin- difficulties of 
th e sub je c t—and 1 do not belittle th em 
^ill m ust adm it th at such a sy stem is 
w rong in p rincip le, and we know it h as 
p rov ed disastrous in p ractice, as m any 
Illinois 
w age-earners 
and 
business 
men can testify . 
“To Ik* more sp ecific, I am credibly 
Inform ed th a t th e sh arp comp etition of 
th ese p rison-m ade 
goods 
h as broken 
down th e p rices of barrels and casks 
to an e x tent th at th e industry is p rac­ 
tically destroy ed in th e city of C h ica­ 
go. M any broom factories, in th is state, 
h av e also h ad to sh ut down because 
th ey could not comp ete with Gov ernor 
A ltgeld's ch eap broom factory down a t 
Joliet. 
T h e sam e is true in oth er lines. 
F ree L ab o r Sh u t O ut o f E m p lo y m e n t. 
“T h e H ey wood-Morrill R a tta n com ­ 
p any . w h ich m an ufactured ch airs on 
th e west side, in Ch icago, giv ing em ­ 
p loy m ent to 1,500 men, I am told, h as 
h ad to reduce th e num ber of its em ­ 
p loy es about one-h alf, and th ose th at 
rem ain get far less wages p er day th an 
th ey did before G ov ernor Altgeld flung 
h is ch eap , p rison-m ade ch airs on th e 
m arket. 
Th e Wakefield R attan com ­ 
p any , of Ch icago, h as h ad. for th e sam e 
reason, to sh ut down entirely , th row ­ 
ing 7 00 men out of emp loy ment.

W h ere 57 7 factories nr em ­ 
p loy ers gav e work to 114,231 h ands in 
D9 2, th ere was work for only 7 8,7 00 
th is y ear, 35,531 being idle, or ov er 30 
p er cent, of th e entire num ber. 
“ W ages p aid to th e sam e h ands de­ 
creased from $3,927 ,200 for July , 1S9J, 
down to $2,469,7 12 in July , 1896, a loss 
of $1,457 .488 or 40 p er cent. 
Th e p er­ 
centage of loss to labor in wages h as 
been esp ecially h eav y in th e New E n g­ 
land and middle states, Oh io, Indiana, 
Illinois, Mich igan, th e Dakotas, W is­ 
consin.

At first the compa ny consisted of cit­ 
izens who, out of “ mutua l friendship,” 
a greed to ca rry to every fire “ two lea th­ 
ern buckets a nd one grea t ha g of ozna - 
burg or wider linneu. ” Wa shington wa s 
ma de a n honora ry member, a nd when 
he went a s a delega te to the congress of 
1774 a t Phila delphia ho exa mined the 
fire engines in use there. On his return 
to Phila delphia to the continenta l con­ 
gress in 1775, he bought from a ma n 
na med Gibbs a sma ll fourth cla ss en­ 
gine, for the sum of £ 'H 0 10s., a nd just 
before lie set out for Boston heights to 
become comma nder in chief ho dis­ 
patched tiiis little engine to the Friend­ 
ship compa ny. 
During iiis younger da ys he a lwa ys 
a ttended fires in Alexa ndria a mi helped 
to extinguish them. 
In the la st yea r of 
Ins life a lire occurred nea r the ma rket. 
He wa s riding down King street a t the 
time, followed hv ids serva nt, who wa s 
a lso on horseba ck. 
Wa shington sa w tha t the Friendship 
engine wa s insufficiently ma nned, a nd 
riding up to a group of well dresse d gen­ 
tlemen sta nding nea r the scene of a ction 
ho ca lled out a uthorita tively: 
“ Why a re you idle there, gentlemen? 
It is your business to lea d in these ma t­ 
ters. ” 
After which ho lea ped off his horse, 
a nd seizing the bra kes wa s followed by a 
crowd tha t ga ve the engine such a sha k­ 
ing up a s it ha d not ha d for ma ny a 
da y.—Youth’s Compa nion.
